Astoria is an ocean and a continent away 
from Scandinavia. 

But the “Old World” is near and dear in the 
hearts of many of the town’s residents.

{ than a little to do with Americans’ desire to find 
' their roots, Blair says. 


“I THINK THAT more people everywhere are 
trying to learn more about their backgrounds.” LET’S DANCE! — A pair of dancers show a festival audience how it’s done. 
Plus, many Americans — especially Astorians 
— are of Scandinavian ancestry, she adds. 

Blair has no idea how many people will take 
part in the three-day celebration this year, but 
she and other festival organizers are hoping to 
get at least as many participants as in previous 
years. 

“‘We hope we have a very, very good crowd 
because we have some swell entertainment.” 

Ninety musicians from Finland and Sweden 
will entertain the crowds at the Midsummer 
Festival throughout the weekend.

Services bring 
Finland closer 
to congregation

Although the gospel message is the 
same, it sounds different. 

That’s because some Sunset Empire 
churchgoers hear it preached or sung 
in the Finnish language. 

One church formed four years ago 
holds worship services only in Finnish, 
and meets three times monthly. Three 
other churches that regularly hold 
English-language services also offer 
Finnish services regularly or on an 
occasional basis. There is also a 
weekly gospel radio program in 
Finnish. 

Because of its large Finnish 
population, this area has long had 
special church services for those who 
feel most comfortable with that 
language. 

Some churches, such as the old Zion 
Lutheran or Trinity Lutheran churches 
in Astoria, over the years had bilingual 
pastors who conducted services in two 
languages, says Linda Niemelin, 
secretary for Astoria’s Peace 
Lutheran Church, 565 12th St. Peace 
Lutheran resulted from a merger of 
the Zion church, which she says was 
predominantly Finnish in background, 
and Trinity, which had many Swedish 
members. 

“Tt (Finnish services) has been an 
ongoing thing ever since this 
congregation was established,” she 


says. 

Those services are still held the 
fourth Sunday of each month by the 
Rev. Maija Brons, pastor of Messiah 
Lutheran Church in Portland, which 
also has many Finnish members. 
Niemelin says the services are 
liturgical, or follow a prescribed form 
or arrangement, and usually attract 
about 35 or 40 people who come from 
as far as Clatskanie or Pacific County, 
Wash. 

The church also sponsors a “Finnish 
Festival” in October, featuring 
speakers, music, choirs, worship 
services and lots of food. 

“We try to maintain that kind of 
contact with the Finnish people,”’ she 
says. 

The only regular Finnish language 
services on the Washington side of the 
Columbia River are at the Apostolic 
Lutheran Church in Rosburg, Wash., 
about a mile west of Rosburg Middle 
School. 

The Rev. Gust Kandoll of Grays 
River, who has been the pastor of the 
church for about 30 years, says he 
conducts the services each Sunday 
from 10:30 a.m. to 11:15 a.m. for two 
older Finnish-speaking members. That 
is followed by an English language

Gustafson will wear a Sulaava, a 
native costume from the Savo region of 
Finland. The costume features a red 
and blue woo! skirt, a black wool vest, 
and a white linen blouse and apron. 

Born in 1857 in Jacobstad, Finland, 
her husband's great-great- 
grandfather, Andrew, left his 
homeland for America along with his 
brother Frederick in the 1890s 

“When they came to the United 
States they changed their name from 
Johnson to Gustafson” in honor of King 
Gustafson, the Swedish monarch who 
held dominion over Finland at that 
time, Gustafson said. 

After arriving in America, Andrew 
met and married Wilhelmina Swan, 
who came to this country from Vasa, 
Finland.

Variety of music delivered 
straight from Scandinavia 


The hills of Astoria will be alive with 
the sounds of Scandinavia. 

Headlining this year's entertainment 
program are an accordion player from 
Finland, a music and dance group 
from Sweden and a choral group from 
Finland. 

Veikko Ahvenainen, of Finland, is an 
accomplished accordion virtuoso 
whose fame rests on his technique and 
interpretations. His repertoire ranges 
from favorite standards for accordion 
to classical music. He has performed 
with symphony orchestras, in night 
clubs, concert halls, churches, schools 
and ballrooms, as well as on radio and 
television. He also has written com- 
positions and study books for the 
accordion and made several records. 

Ahvenainen plays a variety of ac- 
cordions, depending on the music he’s 
performing. But his favorite is a one of 
a kind in the Western world. It was the 
last one made by the Soviet Union 
master craftsman Juri Volkovich, who 
made only 16 accordions, most of 
which were for the Cultural Ministry to 
distribute to accordion artists desig- 
nated to receive such honors. 

Also coming from Finland is the 
Kauhava Pop Chorus. The 40-member 
group is from Kauhava, about 50 miles 
frm Kaustinen, the regional center of 
traditional music. The group organized 
in 1975 and is on a tour of the western 
United States. Selim Rentola is the 
conductor. 

In honor of the 350th anniversary of 
the arrival of the first Swedish landing 
party in what became the United 
States, the festival will feature per- 
formances by the  Grythyttans 
Polskegille. The landing party 
established the short-lived community 
of New Sweden in Delaware. 

Also called Swedes in Town, the 
Polske Guild specializes in the 
“polskor’’ music popular in villages 
and with peasants and farmers of 
centuries ago. The so-called folk music 
of Sweden today — the polka, schot- 
tische, waltz and hambo — actually 
was developed at the turn of the 
century and came from Europe. 

The group doesn’t wear the folk 
dance costumes one might expect. 
Instead they’ve made copies from 
original garments worn at the turn of 
the century in their home district. 
Some dancers are festively dressed 
and others wear everyday clothes. The

Finnish-languge services, says Carol 
Johnson, wife of the Rev. Ben Johnson 
of Knappa, the church’s pastor 

She says such services occur usually 
when a minister visits from Finland 
An English translation is offered. 

Holding its worship in the Finnish 
language only is the Finnish 
Evangelical Free Church in Astoria 

Member Sirpa Duoos says the 
congregation organized in October 1984 
as a result of some special Finnish 
services held at a Naselle, Wash 
church that year. Some of those 
attending those meetings began to 
want regular Finnish language 
services that were Pentecostal, or 
involving spontaneity in worship and 
an emphasis on divine inspiration 

“It basically grew out of need,” says 
Duoos, a native of Finland and one of 
the approximately eight people who 
founded the congregation. 

Lacking their own building, the 
members meet three times a month in 
each others’ homes, or occasionally at 
the First Congregational United 
Church of Christ, 820 Alameda Ave. 

There are about 25 adult members, 
about 20 children, and another 12 or 13 
adults who are not members but attend 
regularly. By coincidence, all the men 
in the congregation work at the Astoria 
Plywood Inc. mill, she says. 

Only about half of those who attend 
have at least a fair command of 
English, so the ability to worship in 
their native Finnish tongue in very 
important to them, she adds. 

The congregation is affiliated with 
the Free Church of Finland, a

denomination formed about 80 years 
ago and separate from the “state 
church” of that nation, the Lutheran 
Church, says Duoos. 

Conducting the services is a touring 
pastor, the Rev. Tuomas Jantti of 
Vancouver, British Columbia. Jantti, 
himself a native of Finland, is one of 
only two Free Church of Finland 
ministers in this part of North 
America. Duoos says Jantti travels 
many thousands of miles annually to 
hold worship services in the western 
United States and Canada. 

The Astoria group’s schedule of 
services varies according to Jantti’s 
schedule. The next meeting place and 
time, normally scheduled during 
Jantti’s next two-day visit to Astoria, 
are usually known a week or two in 
advance. He usually comes to Astoria 
after meeting with a five-member 
group in Seattle, Duoos says. 

While clinging proudly to their 
Finnish heritage, the group’s members 
make a concession to American life by 
holding English-language classes for 
their children during the adult Finnish 
worship. 

“Not all the generation after me 
speaks Finnish, but most at least 
understand Finnish,” says Duoos. 

Each August, the Astoria 
congregation attends a summer family 
camp at Nanoose Bay on Vancouver 
Island in Canada, meeting with more 
than 100 other Finnish-language 
Christians from throughout this part of 
the continent. 

The congregation also supports 
missionaries working in Indonesia, and 
is active in Astoria’s annual 
Scandinavian Midsummer Festival. 

Duoos says being able to worship in 
her native tongue is “‘a comfort” even 
though she is fluent in English. 

“It’s easier for me to understand the 
Finnish Bible,” she says. “Finnish 
feels more a part of me than the 
English language.

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Choosing the queen no easy task

Eight years after she was crowned 
Miss Scandinavia, Leila Koskela 
Collier still remembers the excitement 
and anxiety of coronation. 

After giving her speech as Miss 
Finland, she went backstage and cried 
in relief. The tension again built up as 
she and her co-princesses waited for 
the judges to announce their decision. 

“My first thought was I wasn’t going 
to get it anyway. It’s a long wait to be 
back stage knowing the judges are 
talking about how well you've done or 
how well others have done. You keep 
thinking about what you could have 
done better,” she said of that night in 
June 1980 

“I didn’t think it was my name they 
read,”’ she said, explaining that three 
of the princesses’ first names began 
with the letter L. She realized she had 
been chosen when another princess 
hugged her and her junior princess 
approached her with a bouquet of 
roses. ‘I was really shocked.” 

This year Collier is chairman of the 
princess committee and will recreate 
that excitement for the four girls on 
the 1988 Astoria Scandinavian 
Midsummer Festival. Among its many 
duties, her committee selects the five 


judges who will choose the new Miss 
Scandinavia. 

““We look for people we consider to 
be fair people, not leaning toward one 
nationality or another. They must not 
know any of the girls and families. 
This year, that is being extremely 
difficult,” she said. 

Sometimes the judges have never 
been to the festival before. That’s good 
because they don’t know the princesses 
or their families and have no 
preconceived ideas, and it’s a good 
way to introduce them to the festival, 
Collier said. Three of last year’s five 
judges had never been to a festival and 
three were from Seaside. 

Bernie LaCasse, principal of 
Warrenton Grade School where Collier 
teaches third grade, was one of the 
newcomers to the festival on last

year’s judging panel. For various 
reasons he’d never made it to the 
festival, although he moved to Clatsop 
County in 1980. 

“They are delightful girls and I 
really enjoyed it,”’ LaCasse said. In 
particular, he enjoyed the informal 
interviews and learning about the 
girls’ costumes and participating in 
the hex-burning ceremony. 

Selecting the new queen is a difficult, 
fast-paced challenge for the judges, 
according to Collier. The judges first 
meet the princesses during brief, 
informal interviews just before 
coronation ceremonies. The bulk of

their decision is based on the speeches 
the princesses make during the 
coronation. The princesses are judged 
on their appearance, poise, personality 
and how well they would represent the 
festival, Collier said. 

While the audience enjoys 
Scandinavian entertainment, the 
judges have about 15 to 25 minutes to 
deliberate backstage. ‘‘They don’t 
have a lot of time to sit and chat about 
it. It’s a pretty pressure situation.” 

One year, the judges faced such a 
tough decision that the entertainment 
finished before they had reached a 
decision.
